Operation Order Nr 1 (Reorganization) (U) 

Task Organizations Annex A 

1. SITUATION . This order implements Operation Order USAFFE/8A (Rear) 
Nr 6-57 (Reorganization) and Operation Order Nr 1, USARPAC (Reorganization), 
29 May 1957. It announces changes in command relationships and missions to 
be in effect on 1 July 1957. 

a. Representatives of the Commander in Chief, Pacific are estab- 
lished effective 1 July 1957 to coordinate matters of concern to two or 
more services in the following areas: 

(1) Japan (CGMUS Japan). 

(2) Korea (CCMUS Korea). 

(3) Ryukyu Islands (CINCPACREP Ryukyus). 

(U) Marianas Bonin Islands (CINCPACREP MARBO) . 

(5) Philippines (CINCPACREP Philippines). 

United States Army, Pacific (USARPAC ) . Effective 1 July 1957, 
assumes command of all US Army elements assigned to the present Pacific and 
Far East Commands! plans for and conducts operations by Army forces as di- 
rected by CINCPAC to assist in the defense of Taiwan and Penghu, Southeast 
Asia, Indonesia, Australia, New Zealand, Malaya, Japan, the Ryukyus, Guam, 
the Republic of the Philippines, and allied overseas basis in the PACCM. 

c ° _ Eighth US Amy . Effective 1 July 1957 plans and conducts 
operations in Korea and Japan , as directed; provides logistical support for 
such US, UN, ROK and other forces (including USARHS/IX Corps), as directed 
by CINC-USARPAC; establishes a subordinate headquarters in Japan to be 
known as US Army Japan, Eighth US Array, United Nations Command, Eighth Amy 
(Rear) (USARJ/DNCEA(R) ) and assigns to it responsibility for Army functions 
in Japan and other areas, as appropriate; and issues training directives 
and conducts training tests for the 663d FA Bn (280mm Gun).

(1) Prepares for employment as directed by Commander SEVENTH 
Fleet and/or Commander Task Force 79 * 

(2) In accordance with current directives and joint agree-
